Proposed Action in Response to 

Mr. Cumming's Request for Periodic 
Report

Mr. Cumming's Letter to DCI of

1. This memorandum contains a recommendation for action 
as set forth in paragraph 5. 

2. In the referenced letter, Mr. Cumming notes that the 
Acting Deputy Director for the US Disarmament Administration would 
like to have a report issued periodically on confirmed or reported 
Bloc shipments of arms and military equipment to Free World 
coimtries as well as data on technical assistance in the military field. 
Mr. Cumming felt that such reporting should reflect the coordinated 
views of the several departments. 

3. The EIC, through its Working Group on Sino-Soviet Bloc 
Economic Activities in Underdeveloped Areas provides the intelligence 
community and many other parts of the Government, both here and 
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abroad, with biweekly and semi-annual reports. These reports 
presently underplay arms and equipment shipments and technical 
assistance in the military field since, strictly speaking, reporting 
on such Bloc activities does not clearly fall within the terms of 
reference of the Working Group. 

4. I am confident that the EIC, through this Working Group, 
could bring together those individuals within the several parts of 
the intelligence community who are most knowledgeable on this 
subject so that all pertinent information available from all sources 
would be utilized in fulfilling Mr. Gumming' s request and in 
providing other appropriate offices of the Government with agreed 
intelligence on this important subject. 

5. My recommendation is twofold: (a) that you sign the 
enclosed letter to Mr. Gumming; and (b) that, with Mr. Gumming' s 
concurrence, you bring his request to the attention of USIB with 
the suggestion that the Board direct the EIG to expand the terms of 
reference of its Working Group on Sino-Soviet Bloc Economic 
Activities in Underdeveloped Areas to include timely and periodic 
reporting on Bloc shipments to Free World countries of arms 

and military equipment as well as on the Bloc's provision of 
technical assistance and training in the military field --at the

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same time reminding each member of the Board that full coopera- 
tion is essential so that all facts can be brought to bear on the 
subject.

Dear Allen: 


Ed Gulllon, vho as you know has recently hecoBe Acting Deputy 
Director of the United States Disaxnaaent Administration^ has 
asked tis to provide a oeonpilatlon of availahle information on 
military assistance programs conducted by tbs Sino-Sovlet bloc in 
free-vorld countries. ES suggests the preparation of a report^ 
possibly in the form of a chart, vhlch trould show all eonfirmed or 
reported bloc shlpaients of arms and equipment to frae-vorld countries 
as veil as confirmed or reported data on technical assistcuace and 
training in the military field. Such a report should indicate the 
recipient country, the type and quantity of equlpoent shipped or 
agreed to be shipped to date, the type and magnitude of other as- 
sistance given or agreed to be given to date, and the source and 
reliability of information about the activity cited. A periodic 
updating of the report is envisaged. 

It se^s to me that B\u:h a report should reflect the coordinated 
estimates of several departments. I therefore turn to you to inquire 
hov ve might best approach its preparation vithin the intelligence 
community. The report vould necessarily have to include data of all 
classifications. At the same time, it vould no doubt be desirable 
to limit specially classified data to annexes in order to ensure the 
broader utility of the general report. 

14y iaqpzesslon is that much of the information required by 
Mr. QuUion is already in existence in forms vhioh might be ac- 
ceptable for his purposes. I refer particularly to current studies 
on bloc arms shipments to Cuba and to the Middle East. I vonder if 
similar reports mic^t not also exist vhioh cover shipments and 
training ooimBitments in those other areas in vhieh ve knov bloc 
has been involved, e.g.. Southeast Asia, Africa.
